We were ecstatic as he 
administered marriage rites at Honi Kau Wiki Wiki, although he was hoarse 
by the evening’s end. We were proud as he received the “Teacher-of-the-Year” 
Award, elected by his own colleagues. And, above all, we were secure, 
when our class and its activities were mentioned, that we had the most 
dynamic adviser of any school group. 

In years, much of the now important will be forgotten, but the grimace, 
the scowl, the smile, the gesture—these will remain to stir the poignant 


memory of a man dedicated far beyond his calling.

With Dennis 
Naughton at the helm we had our good days and bad 
in the rain and mud. Clarke, .Hicksville, Plainedge— 
the bad; Farmingdale, MacArthur, Lutheran, North 
Shore—the good. Through the months, the Saturdays 
were highlighted by John Buckman’s exciting 7-point 
contributions, Pat Hamilton’s desperation tackles, valu- 
able but intermittent play of Peter Katzburg and Alan 
Hoffman. 


The last game of the season, the Thanksgiving Day 
showdown against Plainedge will be most remembered. 
The hopes were high, the band played on, but the first 
four plays of the Red Devils soon dampened the hopes 
of Plainview’s most ardent optimists. Few glittering 
moments lit up that bleak afternoon but that will dis- 
appear with time. The shouts, the smell in the air, the 
strains of “When the Gulls Go Marching In”—these will 


remain as memories.
